Therefore,  he  it  enacted  by  tlie  Municipal  Council 
of  North  Cowichan:— 

1.  That,  on  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law,  a 
Road  Tax  of  two  (2)  dollars  per  head  be  levied  on  the 
first  day  of  June,  in  each  and  every  year,  on  all  male 
residents  over  the  age  of  eighteen  (18)  years  within 
the  Municipality  of  North  Cowichan;  such  tax  to  be 
applied  to  the  construction  or  repairs  of  the  municipal 
roads  and  public  works  in  such  manner  and  at  such 
time  as  the  Council  mry  direct. 


2.  When  any  person  refuses  or  neglects  to  pay  Road 
Tax,  such  tax  may  bo  recovered  at  the  suit  or  instance 
of  the  Municipal  Collector,  before  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  together  with  all  costs  of  the  proceedings,  and 
the  whole  amount  may  he  recovered  by  distress  on  the 
goods  and  chattels,  wherever  they  may  he  found,  of 
the  person  liable  to  pay  the  said  tax. 

3.  The  Municipal  Collector  may,  by  himself  or  his 
agent,  demand  from  any  person  (who  is  a resident  of
